OPEN SESSION: 
1. Chairman's remarks. 


The Chairman wished all members of the Board a happy and fruitful New Year, 
welcomed Professor Jenkins to the Board and noted with pleasure the presence of Dr. 
Colin Webster of the Advisory Board. 


Mr. Duff was happy to report that the problem relating to the conduct of the hockey 
teams to which he had referred at the December meeting appears to have improved. 


2. Minutes of the previous (December 12, 1974) Meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous Meeting were 
approved. 


o Business arising from the Minutes. 


Interim Report of the Ad Hoc Committee on Identification of Concordia. 


This report, which had been tabled at the previous meeting, was spoken to by the 
Chancellor. Mr. Hemens proposed a motion that the Report as presented be 
accepted, with the exception of the questions of the motto and the University 
colours which would be deferred for later recommendation. 


The Chancellor's motion was seconded and carried. 


4, Committee reports. 


(i) The Graduation Ceremonies Committee. 


The Chancellor presented the report of this committee, which had been previously 
circulated to Governors, and outlined its recommendations. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the report of the Committee was accepted 
by the Board. 


(ii) Interim Report of the Joint Student Services Financing Committee. 


This report was presented by the Committee's Chairman, Mr. John Hannan. He 
pointed out that the question of imputation charges which was dealt with in the 
report was not an easy one to resolve as between Concordia University and 
Student Services. He therefore proposed tabling of the report for study by the 
Board in the hope that the Board would come up with directions to the 
Committee. 


The Rector then spoke of the budgetary implication of imputation charges, whose 
status had evolved but not clarified itself. He said that he would prepare a 
background paper for circulation to the Board before its next meeting. 


(ii) Nominating Committee. 


The Chairman spoke of the need to avoid the problem of members at large retiring 
as a group. The Nominating Committee will be looking into this problem in order 
to evolve a method whereby four members of the Board would retire in each year. 


Rector's remarks 


Dr. O'Brien stated that information on the Government's Grant system to Universities was 
later than usual this year which made it difficult to proceed rationally towards the 
preparation of next year's budget. He thought that this delay was probably caused by 1) 
high level deliberations in Quebec on the total "envelope" of university grants, and 2) the 
work being done by the Department of Education on the elaboration of a new grants 
formula for universities. Discussions with the Ministry, which usually begin in 
November, had not yet started. Certain comments emanating from the Department 
indicated that the grants to universities might be announced in April, but there was no 
guarantee that the announcement might not come later. Specific problems concerning the 
financing of Concordia as a new institution were tied up in this new process. 


Staff Reports. 


(a) The Vice-Rector Academic reported on developments in the establishment of the 
new University Faculty of Fine Arts. The Search Committee for a Dean of this 
new Faculty was hard at work. Steps were being taken to establish an interim 
structure for this Faculty and a document on this structure would emerge before 
very long. He thought it possible that the Board would be able to make a decision 
on the Faculty of Fine Arts by June 1, 1975. 


(b) Father Graham referred to the death of Mrs. Cantwell who had worked in the 
library at Loyola for some twenty-five years. The Secretary was instructed to 
write a letter of sympathy to Mrs. Cantwell's family. 


Date and Place of next Meeting. 


The next meeting will take place on Thursday, February 13th at 6:00 P.M. on the Loyola 
Campus. 


8. Adjournment. 


There being no further business, the Board adjourned at 1.45 P.m.
